No. VC/ADUB/77.—Regulations of Procedure to be followed by thp Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry. 

In exercise of the powers conferred under Clouse (8) of Rule 5 of the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry (Central) Rules, 1972, read with Sections 8 and 12 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, (Act 60 of 1952), the Commission of Inquiry 
appointed by the Central Government by its rectification S O 360(E) dated 19th 
May 1977, published by the Ministry of Home, Affairs in the Government of 
India Gazette Extruordinaiy of the same date, hereby fpumes the following Regu¬ 
lations in regard to its procedure — 

1 The proceeding-, will he conducted m English 

2 The headquarters of the Cpmmission shall he located at Manekji Wadia 

Building, 4th floor, 127. Mahatma Gandhi Road, Opposite the Univer¬ 
sity of Bombay, Fort, Bombay, 490 001 

3 The office of the Commission will be open from 10-30 A.M. to 1-30 PM. 

and 2-30 PM to 4-30 PM on all days other than Saturdays, 
Sundays and Central Government holidays 

4 The Commission will hold its sittings on such dates and at such times 

and places m Bombay and elsewhere as are notified from time to 
time Some of its sittings may be held at Hyderabad and/or Secun¬ 
derabad. 
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® The hearings of the Commission will be open to the public, except when 
the Commission thinks fit to direct that proceedings in respect of 
a particular person or persons or incident or incidents shall be heard 
in camera. 

6. If any, in reply to the allegations contained in the Memorandum dated 

oth April 1977 received from some members of the Andhra Pradesh 
State Legislature which have been annexed to and set out vn extenscn 
in the said Notification S.O 360(E) referred to a above, written state¬ 
ments, must be filed at the office of the Commission, or be sent to 
that office so as to reach it on or before the 8th of October 1977. 

7. The Commision may require persons, who in its opinion, have knowledge 

of facts relevant to the matters under enquiry before the Commis¬ 
sion to file statements of facts or 'affidavits. An affidavit required by 
the Commission to be filed shall be sworn before an authority legally 
empowered to administer oath Such statements of facts or affidavits 
may be sent to the Secretary of the) Commission by registered post 
(acknowledgement due), or handed In at the office of the Commis¬ 
sion during office 'nours to an officer duly authorised to receive them 
and grant a receipt. 

8. Affidavits submitted before the Commission shall, as far as possible, be 

in the English language If an affidavit be m a language other than 
English, it shall ordinarily be accompanied bv a translation thereof 
In English duly authenticated by an advocate or a Magistrate of 
the First Class. 

9 The authority before whom the affidavit is sworn, shall make the follow¬ 

ing endorsement thereon- 

“Sworn before me by the deponent who has been identified to mv satis¬ 
faction by . or is personally known to me The affi¬ 

davit has been read out in full to the deponent who hag signed 
it in my presence after admitting It to be correct this day

Signature of the Authority 

10 Every affidavit shall be drawn up m the, first person and shall be divi¬ 

ded into paragraphs numbered ronsmitively; each material state¬ 
ment of fact being made the gubiect matter nf a separate paragraph 
At the end of each affidavit, a reference shall he given of the serial 
number of the allegation in respect of which the affidavit is being 
filed The affidavit shall state the description, occupation, if any, 
and the ordinary place of abode, of the deponent 

11 (a) The affidavit shall ba verified, at the end m the following man¬ 

ner: 

"I declare that the statements made in paragraphs of the above 

affidavit are true to mv personal knowledge and those In para¬ 
graphs are made from information received and believed 

by me to be true ” 

(b) If information is derived from any document or record the deponent 

shall indicate the nature and particulars of such document, and the 
person in control and custody thereof 

(c) If any pari of the affidavit is verified on information received bv the 

deponent, he shall disclose the source of such information In the 
affidavit, 

(d) The deponent shall file along with his affidavit a list of the witnesses, 

if any, with full particulars and addresses m support of the state¬ 
ments made in his affidavit The deponent shall indicate briefly, the 
fact or facts which each witness is expected to -spfiak to. if exami¬ 
ned before the Commission 

(el All stntements reemired bv nr affidavits filed before the: Commission 
shall be accompanied by seven spare copie s thereof 

19 If the dependent relies for the whole or anv part of version on any 
documents such document in original, or a dulv certified copy there¬ 
of shall be filed alongwlth the affidavit If tho prigmal doouipent 
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^ not m the possession, power or control of the deponent he shall 
disclose the identity of the person who has custody thereof If the 
document is part of an official record, the deponent shall indicate 
the Department of the Government or the officer having custody or 
control of such document 

13 If the deponent wishes to bring more than one matter to the notice 
of the Commission, he shall, as far as possible, file separate affidavits 
m respect of each allegation if a deponent intends to file more than 
one affidavit, he shall indicate in each affidavit the total number of 
affidavits filed by him and the serial number of each affidavit. 

14. If any authority, or any party referred to m the allegations contained 

in the said Notification SO, 360(E), or any person desires the Com¬ 
mission to take any oral evidence, he must file at the office of the 
Commission, within such time os may be fixed by the Commission, 
a list of the witnesses whom he desires the Commission to examine. 
Every such list must indicate against the name of each witness the 
facts which are sought to he proved by his oral evidence, and the 
reason why the same evidence cannot be properly obtained by the 
Commission on affidavit 

15. The Commission may, if it considers necessary m the interest of jus¬ 

tice coll upon any person filing an affidavit or a statement of fact 
to give oral evidence before the Commission In such cases, the 
affidavit or the statement of facts already filed by the person or a 
part thereof may, at the 1 discretion of the Commision, be treated as 
his examination-m-chief 

16 If the Commission decides to record the oral evidence of a parti¬ 

cular person, the procedure outlined in sub-clause fa) of clause (5) 
of Rule 5, Commissions of Inquiry (Central) Rules. 1972, shall be 
followed No person will, however, have a right to insist on the 
oral examination of any person or deponent of an affidavit It will 
be in the, discretion of the Commission to examine viva-voce any 
person or deponent to an affidavit 

17 Cross-examination of all witnesses, whose evidence is recorded orally 

on oath, will he allowed to all parties and to the persons indicated 
in Section 8 of the Act 

18. The Commission mav summon any person to make a statement or give 
evidence before the Commission, The Commission shall not, however, 
be bound to summon any person, merely because the Commission 
is asked by any person so to do 

19 The Commission may. in its discretion, refuse to call any person for 

oral examination or cross-examination and. instead, allow him _ to 
be examined on affidavit through interrogatories delivered to him 

20 (a) Registered documents, in original, D r their certified copies issued 

by the Registration Department will, as a rule, be admitted without 
requiring formal proof of their execution 

(b) Official records of Government Departments 0 ’- Government control¬ 
led institutions, .statutory bodies, State Undertakings, Banks, and 
Co-operative Societies, mcludiriR office notings, orders e.tc,, may, sub- 
ject to any valid claim of privilege be admitted without formal proof 
unless the Commission m any oaitieular case reauires it to be proved 
in any of the ways laid down by the Evidence Act 

21, The Commission will not bound by the provisions of the Indian Evi¬ 
dence; Act but the principles of natural justice underlying the mam 
provisions of that Act will be followed mntatis-mutandis, in the, con¬ 
duct of-the Inquiry 

22 Instead of the Commission itself recording a statement, the Commis¬ 
sion may annomi a person or persons before whom such statement 
shall he recorded. 
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23 The Commission may, in its discretion, utilise the service of selected offi¬ 
cers or the Central Government, through .such Government, for en¬ 
quiries into all or such of the matters brought before the Commission 
as il may deem fit, provided that the person who brings the matter 
orgmally to the Commission’s notice will bt given reasonable oppor- 
tumty to present his case at the time of the inquiry, and provided 
further that the result of each inquiry and the action taken thereon 
will be communicated to the Commission and the person bringing 
the matter up before the Commission 

24 The Commission may utilise the service of officers attached to it for 
the purposes of investigation to conduct preliminary investigation 
into matters which, in the opinion of the Commission, deserve in¬ 
vestigation by the Commission';, own agency Such preliminary in¬ 
vestigation shall generally be in the nature of locating and identify¬ 
ing witnesses and collecting documentary and other information re¬ 
levant to the proceedings of tlm Commission Formal recording of 
evidence, either through afildavils or examination mva-voce, will be 
done by the, Commission us considered appropriate by it. 

25, It will not be, obligatory for the Commission t 0 take up the hearing of 
each of the allegations contained in the said Notification SO 300(E) 
seriatim. The Commission may take up for hearing such of those 
allegations, singly or m groups in such order as may be convenient 
to the Commission, and mav, for that purpose take into account the 
inconvenience, if any, to the persons concerned with those allega¬ 
tions 

26 The Secretary to the Commission has been authorised under Rule 
4(2) and (6) of the Commissions of Inquiry (Central) Rules, 1972 
to sign summons and every other process issued by the Commission 

27. Subject to the Acf nnd the Rules framed thereunder, as well as these 
Regulations, the Commission shall have the power to devise its own 
proeedue in such mannei us mav be necessary from time to time,, 

28 The Commission may. either siio-moto, or on application made to it 

by any person or party, delete or etxpunge any matter from any 
petition, affidavit or other document or return any document pre¬ 
sented to the Commision which m the opinion of the Commission, 
is irrelevant, or needlessly ofTen-uve, or scurrilous, or scandalous 

29 The Commission reserves its right to altar, modify delete or add to, 

any of these Regulations or piocedure at any lime during the en¬ 
quiry, as and when it considers necessary
